The author of this little treatise, — no common man, be he who he 
will, — evidently writes with the advantage of mature observation upon 
the progress of affairs and of habits among his countrymen. Though he 
does not omit public measures from his account of causes of the existing 
evil, he is so far from treating the subject as a partizan, that he is de- 
cidedly free in his strictures upon all parties ; and with the newspaper 
press especially, the foul-mouthed and myriad-tongued organ of party, 
he keeps no terms. The allegory at the beginning, (besides being at sec- 
ond hand,) is not to our taste, and we must say the same of the rest of the 
figurative embellishments of the first chapter. But, on the whole, we 
have not, in a long time, read a more vigorous satire in prose. Such a 
pen should not be idle in such times.

This poem, a Satire upon British travellers in America, is written in a 
bold, vigorous style, and has many good hits, though, like more famous 
works of the same class, it labors under the disadvantage of being an 
imitation. It seems as if grave, earnest satire could only take the form of 
Pope's, who himself imitated Horace and Juvenal, and was imitated by 
Johnson, Gifford, Lord Byron, and the rest. Whether there be any natu- 
ral unfitness between satire and other forms of expression, we are not 
prepared to say. But this endless repetition of the same couplet, and the 
same turns of expression, makes satirical reading very hard. The text 
of the poem before us is amply illustrated by choice passages, selected 
from the whole range of British tourists. It is rather late in the day to 
serve up Captain Hall, whose signal miscarriage in his " Schloss Hain- 
feld," has done all for him that the most malignant satirist could aim to do. 
We are not at present quite enough alive to the assaults of these gentry, 
to feel that the play is worth the candle. It requires a considerable lash- 
ing of one's self, to get up to the degree of wrath, necessary to the full 
enjoyment of any satire upon them.

ARABIAN NIGHTS' ENTERTAINMENTS. 

We have just received from Calcutta the Prospectus of a work of 
great curiosity ; a complete edition, in the original Arabic, of the 
Mif Laila, or Thousand and One Nights, from a manuscript ob- 
tained in Egypt, by Major Macan of the English army. The only 
edition, (we suppose,) now extant, or at least known in Europe, is 
that printed at Breslau, twelve years ago, from a manuscript ob- 
tained by Dr. Habicht, at Tunis. The present edition is to be pub- 
lished in four volumes of 600 pages each, royal octavo, under the 
superintendence of the Asiatic Society of Calcutta. " All equivocal 
passages will be marked diacritically ; an ample Index will be pre- 
pared, with a Glossary of the peculiarities found in the work ; and 
a Preface, embodying such information as can be collected, from 
various sources, regarding the ' Alif Laila ' generally, and the pres- 
ent manuscript in particular." We look to the promised investiga- 
tion of the origin and history of the work, (of which very little is yet 
certainly' known) with great interest; and we observe that the Cal- 
cutta literati speak of " two very different editions, or recensions, of 
these celebrated tales, one long current in Egypt and Arabia, the 
other among the Moghrebin Arabs of Barbary and Spain," upon the 
former of which important light is expected to be thrown by the 
projected publication,
